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RULES FOR KERALA AGRICULTURAL WORKERS 

PENSION SCHEME, 1980 


1 . (i) These rules may be called the Kerala Agricultural Workers 

Pension Rules, 1980 . 
( ii ) They shall come into force with effect from 1-4-1980 . 
2. These rules provide for payment of pension to Agricultural Workers 
who complete sixty years of age on or after 1-4-1980 . 


Note. _ " Agricultural Worker ” for the purpose of this schememeans a person 

who , in consideration of the wages payable to him by a landowner , 
works on , or does any other agricultural operation in or in relation to, 

the agricultural land of such landowner . 
3. This Scheme shall apply to Agricultural Workers who are residing 
within Kerala State for a continuous period of at least five years immediately 
preceding the date of application for pension . 
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4. No person shall be eligible for pension under this scheme 
(a ) if his annual income exceeds rupees one thousand and five 

hundred ; or 
(b ) if the applicant is being taken care of by any institution maintained 

for the care of the old , sick or infirm ; or 
(c) if the applicant is in receipt of any financial assistance (other 

than the financial assistance for T.B. or leprosy or Cancer 
patients) under any of the welfare schemes instituted by the 
Central or State Governments or by a local authority or by any 
organisation run with the aid of the Central or State Government 

or local authority . 
Note. -Where financial assistance is being enjoyed by the applicant 

under any of the welfare schemes the applicant will have an 
option to choose between the assistance under the Welfare 

Schemes and under the Pension Scheme. 
5. The amountof pension shall be rupees forty - five permonth . 
6. (a) An application for pension shall be submitted in Form I appended 

to these rules in duplicate to the Executive Authority of the Local 
Authority in whose jurisdiction the applicant is resident. In the 
case of a person who is mentally or physically incapacitated to 
submit the application , it may be submitted by the guardian . 
In the case of illiterate persons, their thumb impressions shall 

be taken . 
Note.- (i) The guardian who shall be a person of good character and 

antecedents shallbe appointed by the Executive Authority, 
Before pension is paid, an agreement in Form VI appended 
to these rules shall be executed by the guardian on stamp 

paper of proper value. 
Note.— (ii) Executive Authority means the Executive Officer in 

Panchayats , Township , Municipal Commissioners in 
Municipalities 

and Corporation Commissioners in 
Corporations. 
(b ) On receipt of application , the Executive Authority shall make 

necessary enquiries about the eligibility of the applicant for 
pension and , if satisfied that the applicant is eligible for the 
pension as provided in this scheme, shall sanction the pension in 
Form No. III from the first day of themonth succeeding the date 
of application . If the applicant is found 

not eligible for the 
pension , the application shall be rejected . Every order passed on 
the applications should be communicated to the applicants and, 
in the case of rejections, the reasons for such rejection shall be 
clearly stated . 
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( c ) 


(d ) 


The Executive authority shall forward one copy of the application 
along with a copy of the order sanctioning or rejecting the 
application to the District Labour Officer of the District concer 
ned within thirty daysof receipt of application by him . 
The Executive authority shall maintain a register ofapplications 
received by him in Form II appended to these rules. This 
Register shall be open for inspection by the District Labour Officer . 
For purpose of verification of age, the school records, church 
records or National Register of citizens or voters list may be 
adopted as the basis. In cases where the verification of age as 
indicated above is not possible, the Executive Authority may 
direct the applicant to any Government Medical Officer who 
shall furnish a medical certificate of age to the applicant free of

charge . 


7. On receipt of the application form with the orders of the Executive 
authority, District Labour Officer shall arrange to disburse the pension . The 
amount of pension shall be sent by money order at Government cost once in 
every two months viz ., in the month of January, March , May, July, 
September & November. The Deputy Labour Officer may suo motu 
investigate the facts pertaining to any application at any stage. If on such 
investigation he finds that the pension so sanctioned 

was on mis . 
representation or mistake of fact or on account of fraud or any procedural 
irregularity , he shall cancel the order of sanction of Executive Authority . 
No such order of cancellation shall be passed without giving an opportunity 
to the person who will be adversely affected by such order. A copy of such 
order of cancellation shall be sent to Government through the Labour Commis 
sioner for appropriate action . 

8. District Labour Officer shall maintain a Register in Form IV in respect 
of the applications received from the Executive Authority and a register in 
Form V in respect of disbursement. 
9. (a ) An appeal shall lie to the Deputy Labour Oficer on the orders 

of the Executive Authority and his decision shall be final. 
(b ) The District Labour Officer shallbe the appellate authority on 

the orders of Deputy Labour Officer cancellin the pension 
sanctioned by Executive Authority and his decision shall be 

final. 
(c) Such appeals shall be filed by the aggrieved party within sixty 

days of receipt by him of the order appealed against. The 
appellate authority shall after giving the appellant an opportu 
nity of being heard shall dispose of the appeal as expeditiously 
as possible. An appeal under this clause shall be exempt from 
the payment of court fee. A Register of appeals in Form VII 
shall bemaintained by the appellate authority . 
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10. The Panchayat Committees/Township Committee, the Municipal 
Councils and the Corporation Councils shall be Advisory Committees for the 
implementation of this scheme. The District Labour Officer shall nominate 
one representative from each trade union of agricultural workers to the 
Advisory Committee provided that the total number of such members 
shall not exceed five. The Executive Authority shall furnish to such 
Advisory Committee a list of all applications received by him indicating the 
date and the disposal of the applications. The Advisory Committee shallmeet 
at least once in two months to scrutinise such lists . The Committee may 
send its recommendations to the District Labour Officer on matters relating 
to the implementation of this scheme and the District Labour Officer shall 
examine the recommendations and communicate his decision to the committee. 
The Executive Authority shall be the Convenero, the committee . 

11. If a pensioner dies, the Executive Authority shall forthwith report 
the fact to the District Labour Officer who shall forthwith stop further payment 
of pensions in such cases. 

12. A pensioner shall intimate in writing any change in his address to 
the Executive Authority and District Labour Officer concerned . Necessary 
corrections shall be made in the registers maintained and the particulars of 
pension shall be communicated by the Executive Authority and by the District 
Labour Officer to the respective authorities of the area to which he has shifted 
his residence. 


13. If the pensioner leaves the State and continues to live for more than 
six months in another State, his pension shall be stopped forthwith . 

14. Labour Commissioner shall be in overall charge of the scheme and 
may issue necessary instructions in regard to its proper implementation from 
time to time.

(a ) The guardian hereby agrees to support the pensioner, so long 
as the guardian receives the pension , utilising the full amountof the said pension 
for the said purpose of supporting the pensioner. 

(b ). The guardian agrees that the pension amount shall be utilised 
only for the benefit of the pensioner and for no other purpose . 

(ii) If the guardian fails to support the pensioner it shall be lawful 
for the Government to stop payment of the pension to him , to remove him 
from the guardianship and to appoint another in his place. 

(iii) The guardian agrees that in case he fails to support the pensioner 
or in case he fails to utilise the full amount of pension to the benefit of the 
pensioner or commits breach of all or any of the terms and conditions herein 
contained, any part or whole of the amount so received by him along with such 
further sum not exceeding Rs. 200 (Rupees two hundred only ) as may be 
fixed by the Government towards damages shall be recovered from the 
guardian and his properties, movable and immovable, under the provisions 
of the Revenue Recovery Act for the time being in force as though they are 
arrears of land revenue and /or in any other manner as the Government may 
deem fit. 
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Notwithstanding anything hereincontained , it is hereby expressly agreed 
that in case any doubt or dispute arises regarding the question whether the 
guardian has utilised the whole benefit of the pensioner or regarding the 
amount to be recovered from the guardian or regarding any other matter 
under or by virtue of this agreement, the decision of the Government thereon 
shall be final and legally binding on the guardian .

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(b ) to provide labour at such time and for such periods as may 

from time to time be required by furnishing flag holders and 

chainmen ; and 
(c) to provide suitable survey mark , and otherwise to give such 

assistance in the survey as may be demanded under the said Act

If any person fails to comply with these requisitions under clauses (a ) 
to (c ) mentioned above , the work will be got done by employing hired 
labour and the cost thereof will be recovered from the defaulters as provided 
in the Act and rules made thereunder.
